January 10, the defaulters will be dealt 
with according to law. Those who com- 
ply with the demands of the government 
will be pardoned, excepting the leaden 
who must suffer the penalty of their acts. 


Germany Urges Appeal.

Berlin says that unless England satisfies 
the demands of President Kruger which 
includes abrogation of the convention of 
1884 by the terms of which England exer- 
cises sovereignty over the Transvaal re- 
public, Germany will urge Kruger to ap- 
peal to the European powers to support 
him in his demands.

CAPITAL 
PUNISHMENT. 


A Bill to Modify It Considered by the 


House.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—The judiciary 


committee today considered a bill intro- 
duced by Mr. Curtis of New York to 
modify capital punishment. The purpose 
of the measure is to permit juries in mur-

Hemmed in by 
tbe bills, yet word of us has gone through- ( 
out New England, und North Adams 
•tauds better known today than ever be- 
fore. 


Undoubtedly too fact that North Ad- 


ams has just become n rltv ban made It 
prominent in the public e> e. But* warm 
greeting on tbe part of her tuirty-one sis- 
ter cities of MaBsafhusoltjt was no more 
than our own city bad a right to expect. 
There la yet a diderent opinion held of us 
than tbat of being a big town that has 
naturally and commonly come into city- 
hood. In a degree, the remark of one of 
the big Boston dailies made recently is 
true: "The eyes of the commonwealth 
are OB North Adams. " 


Ask any man who ha* occasion to be 


going abont New England, or even New 
York, and he will tell yon tbat there is an 
interest aroused when be makes it known 
that his home is at North Adams. Ques- 
tions are asked as to its enterprises and its 
Industries. Boston men and merchants 
want to know what it IB that makes North 
Adams such a "hustler." To come nearer 
home and visit the small out-lying towns 
In our vicinity, one will find that there is 
a pride taken in North Adams. "It isn't 
so pretty as Plttsfleld, but it's got more 
business than Plttsfleld ever thought of," 
is a common Berkshire remark in drawing 
* comparison between the shire town and 
onr own. Our rural friends feel an added 
pride in speaking of "the city." 


Now, why are the eyes of the common- 


wealth on North Adams ? 


It is because of the way of doing things 


we have here in North Adams. Our manu- 
facturer* are enterprising, op to date, 
prompt, and substantial.

CHINESE SUPEKSTITIONS. 


Some of the Celestials' Queer Ideal on 


the Snltfeot of Medicines. 


Among the many singular superstitions 


of the Chinese peopl* is one whluh corre- 
sponds closely to the n.laum»l of the Hin- 
dus, a belief that western physicians use 
the eyes, brains and hearts of infants in 
the concoction of their medicines and of 
those magical potions which arc to be used 
in the fullness of time to kill off tho In- 
habitants of China preparatory to the con- 
fiscation of their land. This absurd belief 
probably originated from their own prac- 
tices in this direction. The Chinese, as 
their lawbooks show, are firm believers in 
witchcraft by spells and drugs, and those 
parts of the human frame which we have 
mentioned are frequently employed by 
them in the way of medicines, a practice, 
by the way, not unknown In our own 
country, even in tho eighteenth century. 


One of the great works of the Sisters of 


Mercy attached to the French Catholic 
mission was the saving of infant life. Fe- 
male babies In China are held In very poor 
estimation and are frequently thrown out 
to die or given away to any persons so 
misguided as to desire tho possession of 
them. The object of the sisters was in ev- 
ery way commendable. They sought to 
prevent a deplorable waste of human life, 
or If their care could not avail to save the 
poor little wasted bodies they sought at 
least to save their souls. They gathered 
into their Infant asylums all the children 
they could find. It was proved that their 
methods were not always beyond reproach, 
but the end, they argued, justified any 
means. 
The deaths were very numerous, 


not unnaturally, considering the neglected 
condition of the children when received. 


A rumor spread that the foreign devils 


were employing professional kidnapers 
to obtain infanta for the sake of their eyes, 
hearts and brains. The educated classes 
are, in all that pertains to physiological 
knowledge, as ignorant and as supersti- 
tious as the common people. The popular 
rage broke out, somo bodies which were 
exhumed seemed to afford confirmation of 
the charges, the official classes and the 
secret societies fanned the flame,'and the 
result was that every French, man and 
woman in Tien-tsin was killed and all the 
property belonging to them and to their 
mission destroyed. Tho nuns were sub- 
jected to foul outrage after death and their 
bodies thrown into the Peiho river.—Mao- 
millan's Magazine. 


HOW ANCIENTS MADE GLASS. 


Theban Workmen Were Experts In the 


Bnalmas Many Age* Ago. 


The glass blowers of ancient Thebes are 


known to have been as proficient in that 
particular art as is the most sclcntlflo 
craftsman of the same trade of the present 
day after a lapse of 40 centuries of so 
palled "progress." 
They wore wall ac- 


quainted with the art of staining gloss 
and are known to have produced that com- 
modity in great profusion and perfection. 
Bosselinl gives an Illustration of a piece 
of stniued glass known to be 4,000 yean 
aid, both in tint and design. In this case 
the color is struck through tho vitrified 
structure, and he mentions designs struck 
entirely in pieces from a half Inch to three-, 
quarters of an inch thick, the color being 
perfectly incorporated with the structure of 
the piece and exactly the same on both the 
obverse and reverse sides. 


Tho priests of Ptah at Memphis were 


adepts lu the glassmaker's art, and not 
only did they hove factories for manufac- 
turing the common crystal variety, but 
they had learned the vitrifying of the dif- 
ferent colors and the imitation of precious 
stones to perfection. Their Imitations of 
the amethyst and of the various o'tber col- 
ored gems were so true to nature that oven 
now, 
after they have lain In the desert 


sands from 8,000 to 4,000 years, It takes 
an expert to distinguish the genuine arti- 
cle from the spurious. It has been shown 
that, besides being experts In glnssmaking 
and glass coloring, thoy used the diamond 
In cutting and engraving glass 
In tho 


British museum there is a beautiful piece 
of stained glass, with nn engraVod om: 
blazouinent of ihe monarch Thotbmes III, 
who lived 8,400 years ugo.—Jewelers' Cir- 
onlar.

Trend ol fts Uttst Report From Cuban Fields

HABANA, Jan. 10.—The column of troops 


commanded by Colonel Molina, in the dis- 
trict of Alfonso XII, province of Matnu- 
satr, have captured an Insurgent position 
on Mt. Maujuari at the point of the bay- 
onet. The engagement lasted four hours. 


The engagement lasted about four hours, 


during nearly all of which time the Span- 
iards used the bayonet. They captured the 
Insurgent camp, 89 setg of arms and much 
ammunition, supplies, medlclpes and an 
insurgent banner;. The insurgents left 15 
killed on the mountains and retreated 
with many wounded, partly In the direc- 
tion of Cienega and others in the direc- 
tion of the province of Habana. 
The 


troops had two officers and 13 soldiers 
wounded. 


The news published In New York, via 


Tampa, Flu., that the insurgents 1 
captured 17 forts, and that TOO soldiers h ive 
deserted to the enemy, is not true. The 
insurgents have not been able to capture 
one fort, it is officially asserted. Captain 
Cesar Denllc, aide-de-camp to General 
Mitceo, has surrendered to the Spanish 
authorities. 


News has been received that Maximo 


Gomez, with 2000 of the insurgent forces, 
has again passed the plantation of San 
Antonio, and the towns of Alquiznr and 
Gnira Melena. His present whereabouts 
and his proposed destination are not at 
present known, but hi« movement Is 
practically a counter-march over the nainfl 
rifutt* by which he entered the province of 
Penal- del Rio. Gnira Melena Is on a line 
illm"St directly south of Habana. Gomez 
Is, therefore, well out of the region, in the 
province of Ponar del Rio, in which, it 
wns (.aid, he was being enmeshed as in a 
trap.

So 
also any other cotes received by you from 
any other bank In London are always new 
ones, orlsp from the Bank of England 
presses of the day before. The signature 
is out off immediately a note is paid in. 
and the cancellation department proceeds 
to file them In their regular^rder, taking 
notice and keeping account'of all notes 
which hare not been returned. 


One of tho curiosities of this department 


Is a £25 note which was paid in after be- 
ing out for 111 years. The Sank note li- 
brary is also here, with albums containing 
•Id bank nptes of various large amounts, 
with the names of tho noblemen for whom 
they were issued. There Is also the £1,- 
000,000 bank note, a bit of paper which, 
in Its day, was worth $5,000,000 and was 
issued for convenience in closing an un- 
dertaking of unusual moment. 
The rec- 


ords of this department are of Invaluable 
assistance In checking forgery, and the 
canceled notes, which are kept for a period 
of abopt flvq years before being burned, 
are constantly :updor examination by Scot- 
land Yard detectives In search of stolen 
money or ot|»r people whose notes have 
been lost. The strange stories of single 
notes which this department can furnish 
are many and are ready made plots for any 
Dumber of romances, but they are too nu- 
merous to be told in this article.—Mc-

If Mr Morgan, or any one else reasoning 


from his own standpoint, brought himself to 
the belief that the government would b« all 
length constrained to again sell bonds to a 
syndicate, I suppose he would have a perfecl 
right, if he chose, to take sijcb steps as seemed i 
to him prude&t to put himself in conaitlon to 
negotiate. 
1 expect an issue ofJ bonds will be advertised 


for sale tomorrow,1 and that bids will bo 
Invited, not only jar those now allowed by 
law, but for such oth«r and different bonds as 
congress may authorize during the pendency 
of the advertisement. 


Not having had an opportunity to confer 
with yon in person since the present session 
or congress began, and noticing your partici- 
pation in the debate^of hist Friday, I have 
thought it not amiss to put you in possession 
of the fact* and information herein contained.

New Quorum Kale. 


At the beginning of this congress the 


house adopted tor 'its parliamentary code 
the rules of the last Republican congress 
—the Fifty-first—wjlth such changes as it 
might adopt on the recommendation of the 
committee on rales. 


These changes were reported to the 


house by the committee yesterday, but 
with one exception ore unimportant. The 
exception is the mode of establishing the 
presence of a quorum, which, after the 
precedent laid down by Speaker Reed in 
tho Fifty-first congress, became a most im- 
portant point of parliamentary practice. 


In the lost congress Speaker Crisp 


achieved the same result which Mr. Rood 
obtained by a rale under which two mem- 
bers were designated to note those present 
and not voting on a rollcall. The com- 
mittee on rules now propose a rule intro- 
duced by J. B. Tucker (Vo.) in the forty- 
sixth congress It is: 


Whenever a quorum fails to vote on any 


question and a quorum is not present, and ob- 
jection is made for that causa, there shall be a 
call of the house, and the sergeant at-arms 
shall forthwith proceed to bring in absent 
members, and the yeas and navs on the pend- 
ing question shall at the same time be con- 
sidered as ordered- The clerk shall, oall tho 
roll, and each member, as he answers to his 
name, may vote on. the pending question, and 
after the rollcall is completed each member 
arrested shall bo brought by the sergeant-at* 
arms before tlie house, whereupon he shall be 
noted as present, discharged from arrest and 
given an opportunity to vote* and his vote 
shall be recorded. 
If those voting on th« question and those 


who are present and decline to vote shall to- 
gether make a majority of the house, th« 
speaker shall declare that a quorum is consti- 
tuted, and the pending question shall be de- 
cided as a majority of those voting shall ap- 
pear. And thereupon further proceedings un- 
der the call shall be considered as dispensed 
with. 


Another new rule provides thai the 


speaker shall enteitain only one motion to 
adjourn and no other dilatory motion 
after a report has been made by the com- 
mittee on rules, untll.the report has been 
fully disposed of. 


The rule by which the previous question 


can be ordered only by "a majority of the 
members present, if a quorum," is 
changed to "a majority of members vot- 
ing, if a quorum be present." 


The requirement upon the sergeant-at- 


arins to give bonds, approved by the 
speaker, In the sum of $50,000, is dropped, 
because after the Slloott defalcation, sev- 
eral years ago, a law was passed requiring 
that official to give bonds to the treasury 
department. 


It is understood that the Republican 


members of the rules committee will 
adopt a policy of giving sufficient time for 
debate when Important bills are before 
the bouse, ao that there will be no grounds 
for complaints, such as have arisen in this 
congress when the revenue bills were re- 
ported, and were heard in the last con- 
gress—that the committee were disposed 
to rush measures. This Is largely in the 
nature of a concession to new members 
who are generally most anxious to make 
speeches, and who number about 170 in 
this house 


Stewart Had Hto Say. 


The debate on the senate free coinage 


substitute for the house bond bill was 
again postponed yesterday, owing to the 
intervention of Mr. Stewart, the Nevada 
Populist, who insisted npon making a 
speech in favor of the Slklns resolution, 
as amended by the Butler amendment, to 
prohibit the further sale of bonds, except 
by the express consent of congress. 
The 


free coinage substitute was called up at 
the conclusion of Mr. Stewart's speech, 
and not* has the right of way, so that the 
debate open it cab be postponed. 
In the 


morning hour, Mr. Baker Introduced • 


resolution somewhat expanding the Mon- 
roe doctrine, and made a speech In fuvor 
of its adoption as a formal and unequivo- 
cal declaration of our policy with refer- 
ence to tho Western hemisphere. 


The senate finance committee failed to 


mtct yesterday, notwithstanding tbe in- 
structions of Wednesday's caucus, because 
it Was discovered that Senator Jones (Nov.) 
would not act with the Republican mem- 
bers of the committee in reporting the bill 
without an amendment providing for a 
duty on sugai. The Republicans of the 
3ommltteo are In the minority without 
Mr Jones He takes the position that a* 
the people of tlie Pneifl-j coast are largely 
interested in the beet sugar industry, any 
tariff bill passed should provide for the 
protection of this interest 
If he main- 


tains this position, and the Republican 
caucus docs not reverse its instructions, it 
will be necessary to report the bill ad- 
versely, if lit nil

A Warlike Feeling. 


CARACAS, Jan. 10 —England's manner 


of answering the United States in regard 
to the occurrences on the Guiana frontier 
has caused great excitement here. The 
newspapers devote leading articles to the 
movement, and regard it as hostile. They 
urge tlie government to dispatch immedi- 
ately a large body of troops, including 
heavy artillery, to watch tho invaders and 
to resist their advance. Many armed Ven- 
ezuelans have gone to the frontier, with- 
out the knowledge of the government, to 
act as a territorial guard: Crespo's ex- 
pected proclamation regarding the situa- 
tion, and the official action that will ba 
taken thereon, have not yet been mode 
public. 


Over a Thousand Perished. 


TEHERAN, Jan. 10.—Two earthquakes 


have occurred in tbe district of Khalklml 
The large village of Janjabad was de- 
stroyed, several others were partially de- 
stroyed and 800 persons were killed. The 
second earthquake was felt over an area 
of 100 miles 
The town of Coi was de- 


stroyed and 1000 houses were demolished. 
In addition, great damage was done to 
many Tillages. The loss of life was very 
great. There were 800 persons killed in 
Coi alone, and large numbers of cattle 
and sheep also perished. 


Making Good Progress. 


HALIFAX, Jan. 10.—The Nova Scotia 


legislature was opened yesterday by Lieu- 
tenant Governor Daly. 
The governor 


stated that although the year just closed 
had not been one of marked prosperity, 
there has been fair progress in the prov- 
ince. Mining operations were carried on 
with considerable vigor, but the coal out» 
put was somewhat less than that of the 
previous year In the case of railway en- 
terprises, substantial progress bos been 
made. The revenue of the year was in ex- 
cess of the expenditure.

It Is expected that 
the Katahdin will be placed in commis- 
sion in about 10 days.

ALEXANDRIA, La, Jan 10 —The Popu- 


list convention refused to endorse the Re- 
publican oandldate:i, and nominated A. 
B. Booth for governor. The balance of 
tbe state ticket completely ignores the 
candidates selected a few days ago by the 
Republican conference committee. 


Errors In His Books. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 10. — Benjamin 


Johnson, resident partner of the New York 
banking and brokerage firm of Kendall & 
Whitloob, has disappeared from this city. 
An Investigation of the books of the Phila- 
delphia branch has developed errors In 
Johnson's account. 


Wanted to Resign. 


MADRID, Jan. 10 —At a meeting of the 


cabinet yesterday it was decided not to ac- 
cept the resignation of Martinez Campos 
as captain general of the forces in Cuba 
and governor general of the island. It 
was also decided to increase the naval 
and military forces in Cuba. 


Abyssinian* Routed.
